Farm and Fireside: Japan is making 


rapid 
strides 
nlong many industrial 


line-, and great attenton has for many 
years .been pnid to her agriculture, in 
which rapid progress is being made. As 
early as 1872 sho had established all 
agriculture .college. For several years the 
soil siirvcv of the main islands luis been 
completed with large scale maps, and is 
iiiiidc the basis of values' for national, 
perftf.tiirnl and local land taxes. She. 
has many agricultural experiment sta- 
tions, nine of which \vt> visited, and the 
equipment ii.t Tokio for soi! investigaton 
is .superior to anyt'hin;; yet provided in 
this country. 


We have more pretentious buildings, 


but their resources arc more largely us- 
ed in providing appliances and men for 
rigid, iiccnrute research work. I visited 
one nf their dormitories at the agricul- 
tural college connected with the 1'iikuo- 
ka lOxperhneiit Station, and here young 
riu.-n are provided with room and board 
iu $4 gold per month.

mammals, including seals, sea lions, wal- 
ruses, sea elephants and whales.

of these aniin&ls are almost extinct, and 
it is necessary to take some immediate 
steps to care for them and to protect 
them from the inhumanity of 'the hunt- 
ers, or they will be wiped out entirely. 
It is said' that the Japanese arc the 
worst offenders in the onslaughts upon 
tho valuable animals, for they seem to 
recognize no laws iu thtir work o' des- 
truction. 


Quinine Greatest Anesthetic.—Dr. Hen- 


ry Thibault of Scott, Ark., announces bis 
discovery that quinine, which has been 
in use for many years as an internal 
drug, is besides the greatest anesthetic 
yet discovered. The University of Kan- 
s.is, which has tested the matter in its 
medical school, says that quinine over- 
throws stovane and will i drive cocaine 
out Of the field entirely as a local anes- 
thetic. 
Injected locally the effect of qui- 


nine is s-aid to last for several days, so 
that there are no after pains from an 
operation for many days. It is said to 
be absolutely safe. 


How Mine Workers Live.—Living con- 


ditions of the workers' in the* larger 
mines of Mexico are extremely humble. 
The average man and his family-live in 
a one-room shack, mud house, stone hut, 
or dugout, along some bank. Their food 
consists of dried meat, fried flour cakes, 
beans and rank coffee. Stoves are found 
only in the beter homes, the laborer's 
meal being cooked over a little fire be- 
tween stones. At meal times the family 
gather around the fire and they sleep on 
blankets on the lloor: 


Cottonseed Oil.—Sixty million tins of 


sardines were packed in Norway during 
the year just ended. Owing to the h'igh 
prices of olive oil they were packed in 
cottonseed oil from the United States, 
much of which was shipped from Savan- 
nah. These lisli are going to prove just 
as sweet, nutritious and in every way 
satisfactory, as if they had been preserv- 
ed in olive oil, and they will go to the 
consumer at a smaller cost and yield 
better profits to the packer. People are 
rapidly getting over whatever prejudice 
they iuay have had against cottonseed 


oil." 


When You Can't Sleep.—There is an 


old theory (that many people believe 
and which is certainly harmless) that 
sleeplessness may often be cured in the 
following odd way: Move your bed out 
into the room so that no part of bed 
or covers will touch the wall. Then place 
under each caster of the bed a piece 
of rubber or » rubber overshoe, or set 
the caster in a thick glass dish. Then 
go to bed, making sure 
the covers do 


not touch the wall. Thus the bed and 
yourself will be cut off from all electric 
contact with the floor or wall. Such ab- 
sence of electric current contact, it is 
claimed, will make you sleep better. It 
is said to have cured stuboorn cases of 
insomnia. 


No Slums in Copenhagen.—Copenhagen 


is a city of 50t>,000 inhabitants. During 
a. week's stay I have, says a writer in 
the London Express, seen no seller of 
matches or bootlace?, no gutter mer- 
chant, no blind, or other afflicted persons 
about the streets asking for alms—not 
one single sign of distress due to pov- 
erty. I have explored the. artisans' quar- 
ters by day and late at night. There is 
not a single spot in the whole, of Copen- 
hagen that could be compared even re- 
motely to the slums in our laj^e towns. 
There are no unemployed hanging about 
the street corners, no unkempt women 
standing idly at the doors, no ragged 
and dirty children playing in the gut- 
ter. 
There are no dirty houses, with 


dirty or broken windows, mended with 
bits of paper, and a ragged apron or a 
torn bedcloth doing duty for a curtain.

Let congress get -busy and pass every 


one of the fix conservation bills desired 
by the president.

Before the country commences to ap- 


propriate the millions for deep water 
ways, it would do no harm to take ac- 
count of stock as to what has been dono 
in the past, the many failures, and the 
successes. The millions expended in im- 
proving . river channels, maintaining 
river lights, in state and government ca- 
nals,' could well be gone over and good 
accountants,

wise 


instruct the country what has been done 
in the past. From all this can be con- 
structed-the moral.

CONSERVATION 
LAWS 
DESIRED 
BY 
THE 


PRESIDENT 


The donservation bills desired by Pres- 


.ident Taft are several in number with 
an opinion expressed that it is 
very 


likely better progress could have been 
•made were they all united in one bill. 
These several proposed measures arc as 
follows: 'Withdrawals 
and 
classifica- 


tions of 
public lands; conservation of 


water 
powers; 
conservation 
of 
coal 


lands; conservation of oil lands; con- 
servation of pjiouphate lands. A report 
says this latter may fail entirely of 
consideration, with the first four named 
receiving a consideration that may or 
may not result in their passage. 


These presidential conservation meas- 


ures are entirely right within themselves 
and in no wise impose any hardship, nor 
do tliey ir. any" wise impose an.y burden 
upon existing industries and interests. 
They are desired in order that the re- 
maining stores of the Nation's resources 
may be saved for the greater number ot 
people instead of being consolidated in 
the hands of a few persons and corpora- 
tions for unquestioned monopoly 
pur- 


poses. 


Rapidly the coal, the oil, the precious 


minerals, the lumber, the water pow- 
ers are passing out of the hands of the 
states and government into the con- 
trol of eo/porations and persons. 
Tho 


process in' rapid despite the occasional 
few thousand of acres reserved by orders 
from Washington, and it is no secret 
another decade, unless the ravages are 
stopped, will see every valuable acre ci 
mineral land now open, foreclosed upon 
the American people. 
Congress should 


heed the admonitions of the president 
and the wishes of the people. It. is no 
secret formidable interests are at work 
seeking'to influence legislators to worry 
through the session 
without 
practical 


results as to conservation, and unless 
something effectual to the purpose is ac- 
complished something may happen 
to 


members failing to perceive their real 
duty, 


.uicsc great interests arc mercenary to 


call them that, for they-embrace mater- 
ial things, coal, lumber, water powers, 
oil, 
metals, fertilizers, but unless the 


people desire, to keep the stores that are 
yet left out of the control of merciless 
monopolies, they will impress upon con- 
<re.ss to heed the earnest advice of the 
president nnd enact every one of these 
measures into law. 


A VERY PROPER REFORM 


A movement has been made in thu 


proper places, the courts themselves, to 
end the system of the police, of taking 
photograph.-, of prisoners held but not 
convicted, whether on account of minor 
offenses, or more serious ones. With it 
is to be a prohibition against the police 
taking any so called Bcrtillon measures 
of such prisoners. 
At about the .same 


time this movement attained some force 
in .Chicago and other cities, a movement 
assumed form in congress looking to- 
wards the abolition of the third degree 
methods employed by 'the police of many 
cities. 


Such a reform would not be in the 


least as helping criniinalism. but of help- 
ing lo prevenl such. An offender hailed 
before the court for some offense, or 
some one merely suspected and held on I 
suspicion, certainly affords no rights for; 
the police to take photographs, measure- 
ments, and when accused is released be- 
cause of fuilure to ' convict, the police 
records retain this evidence. The larger 
cilies are 
full of inslanc.es, where men 


once held on some minor charge and men 
held for trial 'and convicted, arc utterly 
unable to secure employment when re; 
leased, because, of the police 
warning 


such awav, or it be.ing known the police 
records having such on exhibition, are re- 
garded as dangerous, persons. 


Thus criminalism is sustained by a

CHANGES IN INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW 


If the changes go through as indicated 


in the interstate commerce law, there 
may be disappointments somewhere, for 
if the amendments are all given pub- 
licity, the gainers think some may 
be 


t.he roods. 
One provision protects rail- 


roads in this fashion, limiting the au- 
thority of the commission as to mak- 
ing new routes and joint classifications 
as between rail and water lines where 
no satisfactory llirougb route by mil 
and water exists, 
rather 
favoring rail 


lines as to leaving the element of, doubt 
and denying commission authority to ox- 
eroise discretion as to what constitutes 
reasonable through water and rail lines. 
Another provision establishing the com- 
merce court depriving the commission 
of much authority, that of promptness 
'in deciding questions coming up aud 
questions 
affecting 
shippers 
needing 


prompt determination, will be 
absent. 


Efficiency, speedy justice, would seem as 
il was so declared on the side of the 
commission action, rather than that of 
the 
court. 
Another 
provision 
denies 


right of the interstate commission to 
establish any through route, chissilica- 
tion. rate, of freight and of passengers, 
when transportation is wholly by water. 
On the face this may seem as guarding 
ngair.st any interference with steamer 
lines, but to some objectors it may act 
different. 
This because of in fact the 


largest steamer lines on the great lakes 
being wholly owned by rail interests. 
Thus wholly by water means a good 
deal, and there are such things as re- 
shipments. 


The stock provision appears unsettled 


vet. 
This is the provision that if one 


rond owns fifty per cent of the capital 
stock of another road it is permitted to 
acquire the, remaining stock interests. 
This link been' assailed with, and de- 
fense by Senator Root and others as be- 
ing proper nnd not as charged permitting 
of roads owning competing roads, there 
being guards as to that, but its oppon- 
ents insist differently and that Ihe per- 
mission to acquire the, lasl half gives 
authority to acquire the first.

sue of securities is left with the com- 
mission as to determination.

what are called interlocutory orders or 
decrees of the commerce court which has 
granted or continued un injunction, that 
•has restrained the enforcement ot an 
order of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission.

It has been the opinion of ninny, 
the. 


needful thing was to simplify matters 
giving the commission ample power and 
protecting shippers as they have not 
been exactly in the past. Just how (-he 
amendments will work as understood 
will be adopted can be better told after 
full trial.

respect to believe some of the new pro- 
positions if enacted will be disappoint- 
ing in their workings.

A THREATENING CONDITION 


Oriental immigration is pouring in, on 


the Pacific coast people to an extent 
thit may well create alarm, and not 
alone to this coast, but to the people of 
the United States. Now added to .the 
swarms of Chinese and Japanese, that 
despite exclusion laws, smuggle them- 
selves over here, Hindoos by the hun- 
dreds are gaining entrance with but 
little hindrance. It has not /been, .such 
a great while that i-his class of Asiatics 
were the cause of riots in British Co- 
lumbia, and from this part of the coast 
in which they had no difficulty in enter- 
ing, are finding thf-ir way by the thous- 
ands into our territory. 


An item lately published Jn a western 


paper says: 


"Hundreds of Hindoos are pouring into 


San Joaquin county, 
California, 
and 


probably in the hope of securing work 
at once most of them nave discarded the 
turban for American hate, much to the 
surprise of the more devout of the race. 
Their religion has heretofore kept them' 
from discarding their turbans, but the 
late arrivals appear to have been coach- 
ed in the art of becoming, to a, certain 
extent, Americanized." 


Some day the Pacific coast will, .un- 


less stringent anti immigration laws are 
enacted and enforced, be dominated by 
these Asiatics, Just what this mixture, 
will produce is no telling, but the mix- 
ture will produce a blighting effect upon- 
all things American. If these people so 
objectionable 
assimulated 
themselves 


with our institutions and became Am- 
ericans to every appearance, .dress and 
customs, the danger would be .of course 
much less, but these people do not give 
up their religion, and are very loath to 
give up their oriental garb. Of the races 
from the orient the Japanese are the 
least to be depended upon and yet are 
more ready to adopt our habits 
and 


style of dress—as to the men. 
The 


.Hindoos have not been long enough on 
our coast to judge to the closer extent 
as regards the Chinese and Japanese. 


The' United States by every possible 


reason of protection should s,t the ear- 
liest date, establish and enforce a strict 
exclusion law as regards the oriental 
races, except as differentiation may be 
reasonable as regards education and of 
the non laboring classes, travelers, ar- 
tists and professional men.
